$ backwards on the Floor; and the greater his Terror at this Uſage, 
the more the Brethren are pleaſed. This Cuſtom ſavours too much of 
Barbarity ; and many Inſtances can be produced of Perſons in this Si- 
tuation, who have requeſted on their Knees to be ſet at Liberty, and 
others who have made their Eſcape as faſt as poſſible out of the Lodge. 


The French and Natives of Sauiſſerland have a more ſtriking and ſolemn _ 


2 repreſenting the Death of Hiram. When a Brother comes into 
the Lodge, in order to be raiſed to the Degree of Maſter, one of the Mem- 
| bers lies flat on his Back, with his Face pom — and beſmeared with 

Blood, on the Spot where the Drawing on the Floor is made. His natural 
Surprize and Confuſion immediately appears, and one of the Brethren. 


generally addreſſes him to the Purport following: * Brother, be not 


frightened ; this is the unfortunate Remains of a worthy Maſter, that 
&«& would not deliver the Grip and Word to three Fellow-Crafts, who 
4 had no Right to it; and from this Example we learn our Duty, viz. 
6 to die before we deliver the Maſter's Part of Maſonry to thoſe who 
* have no Claim thereto.” On kneeling to receive the Obligation, the 
ſuppoſed dead Brother lies behind you, and during the Time of admini- 
ſtering the Oath, and reading the Hiſtory of his Death, he gets up, and 

This is the moſt material Difference 
tween the French and Engliſh Method of making a Maſter Maſon ;.
